Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 3— In its 
accounting for tin* expenditure, 
in 
1925 of $70,597,020.23 
of 
public 
lan d s on the schools of 
Indiana, 
the Department of Public 
In stru c­ 
tion divides this sum into two m ajor 
classes, “ current 
expenses’’ 
and 
“capital outlay." 


It shows that current 
expenses 
were more than three times greater 
than 
the entire school 
outlay 
in 
1915 and that ope 
y ear’s 
capital 
outlay is greater than the entire ex­ 
penditures of the schools in 1915. 


I nder the heading of current ex­ 
penses, the reports group costs u n ­ 
der various functions 
which 
are 
comparable with 
figures 
showing 
similar outlays in the schools of the 
I nited States. Comparisons tend to 
show the policies 
and the 
trends 
of Indiana schools and afford some 
light to Indiana citizens on the re a ­ 
sons for the extraordinary increas­ 
es in the annual outlays for Indiana 
schools. 


In the year 1925, the current ex­ 
pense item o f the Indiana 
schools 
reached a total of $48,841,199.22. 


Of this sum 
$30,429,809.24, 
or 
62.30 pec rent was spent for instruc­ 
tion purposes, thus indicating 
the 
relative value of pure instruction as 
accepted by the school authorities 
in its relation to other functions a-

The traffic ordinance 
pertaining 
to stop and go signals and all other 
form s of street signals for autom o­ 
bile traffic, as passed by the council

is minor and more nearly a part of 
administration tluin education. 


The comp.iirson shows that 
In- 


di!'.n:i spends less oi' the school dol- 
lar i'ov instructions oi' its 
children 


than tlie average school of the Unit- 
ed States and diverts a great deal 
more of the dollar 
to administra- 


tion, transportation and 
interest 


charges. 


Taken in connection with the 
c- 


normous outlays for new buildings, 
these comparisons show that 
In- 


diana's school expenses have been 
increased above the average by the 
policv of concentrating the 
school 


children in consolidated 
schools, 


transporting them thereto and pro- 
viding new buildings for the con- 
solidated schools. 


In further substantiation of thi* 


explanation of the high school ex- 
penditures is the fact that the num- 
ber of oncrroom schools in Indiana 
has been decreased from a 
maxi- 


mum of 8,803 to :J,114 in 1925. The 
rural education survey 
disclosed 


that the per pupil cost in the one 
room school was $52.62 
against 


$61.56 in the 
consolidated school. 


Whatever saving ivas effected 
by 


the reduction in 
the number of 


school units was more than 
ofFse' 


by the cost of transporting children 
to and from these units. 


Likewise, it is shown that the in- 


terest charges on the debts incurred 
to provide these larger school build- 
ings are considerably in excess of 
those in oilier states.

indebted in 1925. to the extent

ded those cost increasing extensions

These items are generally classified 
under the heading of auxiliary ser- 
vice and include expenditures

xpenditures with a view to explain-

ed the terms to be lengthened, high- 
er priced specialists .to be employed 
in supervision and instruction, and 
has opened the way to exploitation 
»f the schools by professional 
and 


commercial interests whose

not only add to the expense of op- 
eration of the schools but also leng- 
then the time required for the pupil 
to complete a givon amount of edu- 
cational work.
